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Notice of Non-responsive amendment 

1 . The amendment filed on 12/14/10, which made wholesale changes to the claims 
so that they are now drawn to a related but distinct invention from the previously 
presented claimed invention, is non-responsive. See MPEP 821.03 and 37 CFR 1.145. 
Related inventions are distinct if the (1) inventions as claimed are either not capable of 
use together or can have a materially different design, mode of operation, function, or 
effect; (2) the invention do not overlap in scope, i.e. are mutually exclusive; and (3) the 
inventions as claimed are not obvious variants. See MPEP 806.05(j). In the instant 
case, the invention as currently claimed is materially different in function or effect than 
the previously presented claims. Whereas the earlier claims were directed to inventions 
for suppressing activatable objects based on a determination of the trust level of the 
object, the current claims eliminate that requirement; instead they are now drawn to 
inventions for suppressing activatable objects based on whether or not the source of the 
object was a previously blocked certificate. None of the previously presented claims 
defined this feature. Furthermore, the current claimed invention and the previously 
claimed invention are mutually exclusive: an invention for suppressing activatable 
objects based on the trust level of the object would not infringe an invention for 
suppressing an activatable object based on whether the source of the object was a 
previously blocked certificate, and vice versa. See MPEP 806.05 ("Related inventions 
in the same statutory class are considered mutually exclusive, or not overlapping in 
scope, if a first invention would not infringe a second invention, and the second 
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invention would not infringe the first invention."). Finally, there is nothing of record to 
show them to be obvious variants. Hence, the remaining claims are not readable on the 
previously presented claimed invention. 

2. Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, the currently claimed invention has been constructively elected by original 
presentation for prosecution on the merits; hence the amendment is non-responsive. 

3. Since the above-mentioned amendment appears to be a bona fide attempt to 
reply, applicant is given a TIME PERIOD of ONE (1 ) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS, 
whichever is longer, from the mailing date of this notice within which to supply the 
omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment.
